New Upland Agency Given Power 
To Open New Streets Here 


Appointment of the Upland Redevelopment Agency is 
the first step in an unusual program here. This appointment 
should result in the eventual extension of C and D streets 
from Third to Campus avenues, where they will connect 
with double-drive Washington boulevard. 

More than a score of persons own property that will be 
benefited with the new streets, Former efforts have been 
made to extend the streets but no feasible plan, acceptable 
to all interests, could be developed. 

And so the new Upland agency, in accordance with state 
and federal laws, has the power to acquire all the land need- 
ed for the new streets and to buy all the undeveloped land 
that will be benefited. With the improvements in the agency 
will then sell the new frontage for business and residential 

and thus make the project self-supporting. 
That is, it is expected to be self-supporting. In case it 
isn’t, the federal redevelopment agency has offered $35,000 
as a “deficit” fund. 

For at least 20 years this street improvement project has 
been discussed and it is a real thrill to many observers to see 
the actual start of negotiations that will eventually bring its 
fulfillment. 

The new agency includes Walter Holts. I. T. McFadden, 
Peie Benton, Nelson Gray and Joe Seitz. They will serve 
without pay and will be called upon to give many hours in 
deliberating on procedures and policies.
